Whrk in Japan

O DOUBT IT is superfluous 

V] : me to mention the geo- 

graphical structure of Ja- 
pan, but to refresh your memory, 
let me state that Japan is com- 
prised of four main islands. The 
largest of the four is Honshu. The 
second in size is Hokkaido. The 
other two islands are Kyushu and 
Shikoku. In relation to many other 
countries, the total square miles 
of area comprising Japan would be 
relatively small. In these four is- 
lands live ninety-two million peo- 
ple. 

Of these ninety-two millions of 
people who live in Japan, one-half 
of one per cent are listed as Chris- 
tians. A very small percentage of 
the population are believers; the 
vast multitude of them worship 
idols. The task of carrying the 
gospel to these millions of souls 
is indeed a stupendous one and 
the Church of God with her faith- 
ful missionaries in Japan is doing 
her utmost to reach as many as 
possible before the coming of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. At present only 
Brother Heil and his wife are from 
America carrying on the work in 
Japan. Sister Wakeford from South 
Africa, who had been assisting the 
Heils, has been back in South 


Africa for some months and is just 
recuperating from an _ operation. 
She hopes to be able to return to 
Japan before very long. 

My visit with the people and our 
church work in Japan was most 
stimulating and refreshing. The 
Heils are such gracious folk, as 
well as being deeply spiritual, and 
I was certainly at ease and at 
home while being entertained by 
them. Most of our services were 
held in the church at Yokohama. 
They have a very splendid church 
building there and a fine congrega- 
tion who attend. Night services were 
held there Sunday through Wed- 
nesday night. 


I arrived in Tokyo Saturday 
night where Brother and Sister 
Heil, their daughter, and son met 
me. After a refreshing night of 
rest Saturday night, we assembled 
Sunday morning for service in the 
church in Yokohama. The Lord 
graciously gave us a good service 
and we enjoyed the fellowship of 
the people. Sunday afternoon we 
attended one of the church services 
which is held in a home. One of 
our pastors is the pastor of two 
different churches and has Sun- 
day afternoon services in this home. 
A number of people were there 
with their Bibles and were intense- 
ly interested in the preaching of 
the Word of the Lord. The Sunday 
night services in Yokohama were 
well attended and we enjoyed a 
wonderful outpouring of the Spirit 
of God. That night one young lady 
who had been seeking the baptism 
for some time was gloriously bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost. 

One of the highlights of the visit 
while in Japan was an afternoon 
in Brother Heil’s home. He and 
Sister Heil had invited a number 
of missionaries to his home for an 
afternoon of fellowship, service, 
and supper. Eight different mis- 
sionary groups were represented. 
Twenty-six people were in the 
gathering in his home and we had 
a gracious time of fellowship with 
the mellowing Spirit of the Lord in 
our midst. I was honored by being 
asked to address this group of mis- 
sionaries. One could sense the very 
fine spirit of dedication these peo- 
ple had for God’s cause and His

LEADING YOUTH TO CHRIST 


What joy there is in leading a 
young person to Christ, giving Him 
a young life and body unmarred 
by sin that He can use for years 
to come, if He tarries, to promote 
His kingdom here on earth. 

Christ unquestionably is the an- 
swer to all youth’s problems, and 
the duty of the church is to help 
them know how He can be the 
answer and how to employ Him as 
the solution to their problems. It 
is not enough just to tell youth 
that Christ is the answer; we must 
show and explain the means of 
approach and the methods of ap-

plying the principles He so won- 
drously sets forth in His Word. To 
this end the National Sunday 
School and Youth Board and staff, 
through means of God-inspired 
programs and printed materials, 
labor to give young people help 
in finding Christ as their Saviour 
and as the answer to their needs. 


SPIRITUAL DEVELOPMENT 

It is wonderful to win a young 
person to Christ, and it is still 
another great joy to see him de- 
velop spiritually. Would it not be 
gratifying to know that every young 
person won to Christ would ex- 
perience the proper spiritual 
growth? This brings into view 
another very important “why” of 
youth work: we must go farther 
than just winning young people to 
Christ. We must see that every 
opportunity is given them for their 
spiritual development. The ways of 
dealing with youth often differ 
from the ways of dealing with 
older people. This is why we have 
a youth program in our church— 
to see that those ways and means 
which will provide spiritual growth 
for youth are available to them.

In this respect your national board 
and staff work constantly, preview- 
ing, viewing, and reviewing ideas, 
programs, methods, and material in 
great quantities, trying to find 
more effective ways to help our 
churches meet this need for spirit- 
ual development in the lives of our 
youth. 

What a thrilling sight it is to 
see a spiritually well-developed 
young person. This in itself is a 
real accomplishment for any par- 
ent and church. Unfortunately we 
do not see enough of this kind of 
young person, and for this vitally 
important reason, our churches and 
their leaders must clasp hands 
more firmly, unreservedly, and 
wholeheartedly with the national 
and state offices and their leaders 
in an effort to promote spiritual 
development among our youth. We 
are not without the power of the 
Holy Ghost in this endeavor. We 
have God’s approval. We are not 
without the ways. We are not with- 
out the material. We just need to 
put into use and operation that 
which we already have. 


TRAINING 


The church which fails to train 
its youth is failing to provide for 
its own future. This is true locally 
and nationally. The Church of God 
does not intend for this to happen, 
and every effort is being put forth 
to train our young people. In this 
thought lies another real “why” of 
youth work. 

We must train our youth in the 
Word of God through Bible courses 
of study. We must train them for 
leadership positions. We must train

The ministry of youth camp is 
dedicated to winning youth to 
Christ.

DUCATION IS inevitable be- 
cause human beings are af- 
fected and taught by every- 
thing in their environment. In the 
course of this inevitable education, 
the student learns a hodge-podge 
of truth and error. Religiously, he 
may learn false doctrine, spurious 
religious experience, agnosticism, 
and many other damning conclu- 
sions; but it is not likely that he 
will learn the pure religion. The one 
unavoidable factor here is that he 
will learn something. 
Teaching ought then to be the 
organizing factor to this unavoid- 
able process of education. Teaching 
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is designed to bring the student into 
controlled educational experiences 
so that he will learn the truth in- 
stead of learning error. 

Since this inevitable education 
begins at birth, then teaching 
should begin at birth. We realize 
this in the physical habits of the 
infant, but we seem to feel that 
his inner nature is untouchable 
until he begins to talk or even at 
some later period in his life. What 
sense does such division of the 
human personality make? This 
practice makes no sense, and it 
is also damaging (because of im- 
proper and uncontrolled educa- 
tion) and contrary to Biblical pre- 
cept and example. 

From an educational standpoint, 
there are certain psychologists who 
are inclined to think that the child’s 
religious decisions are determined 
to a great extent in his pre-talking 
months. Perhaps this is extreme 
and not fully established, and 
certainly what is impressed on the 
child at that point must be con-

tinued if it is to have a lasting 
effect upon him. It does, however, 
show that Biblical and spiritual 
education must begin with the 
birth of the child. 

By Biblical education we must 
mean not simply the memorizing of 
Scripture passages, the learning of 
the books of the Bible, etc., though 
all these are important parts of 
the total educational program. 
Such devices as these must be used 
in order to convey to the child and 
youth the total realization of re- 
ligious experience. 

The first element in this pro- 
gram is the conveyance of the re-

velation of God, which is the Bible. 
God must be seen as He shows 
Himself in Christ and the Scrip- 
tures. In addition to this method, 
the student must receive a proper 
vocabulary that will be truly ex- 
pressive of spiritual ideals, doc- 
trines, and worship. A _ Biblical 
identification of religious experi- 
ence is essential to pure religion. 
It is impossible to preserve Chris- 
tianity from corruption without the 
maintenance of a Biblical voca- 
bulary and a Biblical pattern of 
definitions. The third step in this 
program of education is the pro- 
viding of interpretative examples. 
Obviously, the best source for such 
examples is the Bible. The precepts, 
promises, practices, ideals, and doc- 
trines of a system must be made 
to live by showing their relation 
to actual human experience. Such 
experiences also show how religious 
truth is to be applied to practical 
situations. 

Finally, we must note that the 
Church in her ministry of teaching

is expressive of the nature of 
Christ; therefore, we ought not to 
regard the Church as having so 
many teachers, but the Church is 


the teacher. This responsibility falls. 


on the Church as the body of 
Christ and it falls on each indi- 
vidual who professes membership 
in the body of Christ. Students 
learn not by what is said alone, but 
by the manner in which it is said, 
and the manner in which the 
speaker follows what he has said. 





























tian literature when he 
charged Timothy: “The cloke that 
I left at Troas with Carpus, when 
thou comest, bring with thee, and 
the books, but especially the parch- 
ments” (2 Timothy 4:13). Perhaps 
Paul realized he would hardly be 
released from Nero’s prison, but 
with the parchment he could send 
forth epistles which would direct 
the spiritual growth of the infant 
church. Who can really assess the 
value of the writings of the man! 
To Paul even a cloke which would 
keep him warm in a damp, cold

prison was not nearly so important 
as a piece of paper which would 
become a vehicle for his words to 
persons who needed instruction and 
direction. 


The Communists are fully aware 
of the tremendous potential of the 
printed page and are effectively 
employing it. Vergil Gerber says, 
“Communist propaganda pamphlets 
flood every country of the world, in 
every language. Their beautiful 
books can be purchased at a frac- 
tion of their cost in all major cities. 
In India, one can secure for one 
dollar a library fifteen inches long 
of select Communist works, plus a 
lamp enabling the buyer to read 
them at night. In Russia, govern- 
ment-sponsored compaigns raised 
the literacy rate from 33 per cent 
to over 90 per cent in twenty years. 
The Communists spend three bil- 
lion dollars a year on propaganda 
... fifty times more than the 
United States does ... In less than 
forty years, the Communists have 
succeeded in dominating one third 
of the world’s population ... ac- 
complished not by armies, nor by 


great generals, but by the printed 
page.” 

Yes, Communism is fully aware 
of the “Why” of literature which 
promotes its doctrine. The same is 
true of Catholicism. As never be- 
fore, the Catholic Church is using 
literature to try to convince the 
world that it is the true Church. 
For an example, the Knights of 
Columbus, a Catholic group, have 
made a very effective imprint upon 
the American readers through 
their ads in many of the widely 
circulated secular magazines. 

The “Why” of Christian Youth 
literature? Oh yes, that is the vital 
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question and the answer is so ob- 
vious that its tremendous impor- 
tance is often overlooked. American 
young people are literate—they 
know how to read and they do 
read. It becomes the continual re- 
sponsibility of the Church to see 
that these young people have ac- 
cess to the best in good literature. 


It is far more important to pro- 
vide the child in the home good 
literature at every age level, than 
many of the so-called necessities. 
I believe every child should have 
a bicycle if his parents can afford 
it after good books are provided. I 
actually shudder after I visit some 
homes and see the secular maga- 
zines, morning paper, the inevitable 
TV but I do not see evidence of a 
planned reading program for the 
children. 


It seems to me that an adequate 
church library is a great deal more 
important than new church pews. 
Many young people will never be 
provided proper books at home, but 


should be able to find suitable ma- © 


terials at their church. All the 
church officers and especially the 


Sunday School teachers would be 
much better prepared if the church 
provided the books which gave them 
the information they need. 

The Church of God is seeking to 
provide proper literature. for its 
members. The Evangel is one of 
the most respected church journals 
printed today in Pentecostal ranks. 
Every home should receive it. The 
Lighted Pathway continues to be 
accepted as one of the most dis- 
tinguished magazines in its field. 
It is received by thousands in the 
church and friends of the church 
around the world. Without doubt, 
it would seem tragic for any Church

of God young person not to re- 
ceive this magazine. 

In the fields of Sunday School 
and Y.P.E., the church has also 
been busy. The Christian Challenge 
Series in Sunday School literature 
provides some of the best literature 
available today. Written by Church 
of God writers, it is evangelical 
and doctrinally correct with the 
necessary age-level treatment. Per- 
haps many churches are not aware 
of the many Sunday School helps 
available. 

The Pilot is the official program 
magazine for Y.P.E. It is providing 
effective youth programs on two 
levels. There are thirteen (13) pro- 
grams on the junior level and 
thirteen (13) programs on the 
senior level in each edition. The 
National Sunday School and Youth 
Department also provides many 
brochures on the varied aspects of 
the work. A list of these pamphlets 
may be secured upon request. 

Yes, the “Why” of Christian lit- 
erature is obvious. Young people 
read; let us help them to read the 
proper thing. If we do not do it, 
who ‘will?

HE CHIEF obligation of the 
J curistian Church is to “go 
and make disciples.” The 
greatest potentiality for discipleship 
is youth. The church is responsible 
for ministering effectively to all 
youth, churched and unchurched. 
One over-all purpose in the 
church’s ministry to young people 
is to provide the setting so that 
God can touch and change lives 
and conform them to His will. 
Trained churched youth is a strong 
agency of outreach for unchurched 
youth. 

Too often we allow youth to slip 
through our fingers and away from 
the church. We are content to work 
with the faithful few and blame the 
school, community, and others for 
claiming their time. Many join the 
gangs and hang around undesirable 
places, but the fact still remains 
that the command of our Captain 
is to “go and make disciples.” 

The Church of God has accepted 
the command. They have realized 
a great potentiality in youth and 
have provided several means of 
outreach for youth. Perhaps three 
of the strongest- youth evangelistic 
outreaches provided by the church 
are organized youth visitation,

youth revivals, and the observance 
of Youth Week. 

The experience of asking another 
to come to church, Sunday School, 
or Y.P.E. can become a source of 
unexpected strength. It need not 
be an ordeal but rather an en- 
joyable experience if done on a 
dignified and organized plan. Or- 
ganized youth visitation is an op- 
portunity for youth to render ser- 
vice unto God. On a youth-to-youth 
basis, carried out as a planned 
group activity, visitation is an im- 
portant and profitable phase of 
church work. 

Once a year a special revival is 
sponsored by the church as a con- 
centrated effort to reach young 
people for Christ. The effort is 
planned and promoted as a youth 
revival. A youthful evangelist is 
secured; the entire services are 
planned to meet the interest and 
needs of youth. 

Youth Week is observed each 
year the third week in April. This 
is a special week of services con- 
ducted by young people giving em- 
phasis to the local Y.P.E. and 
encouragement to young people in 
consecration and evangelism. A 
complete program is prepared and

promoted by the national depart- 
ment each year. 

These phases of youth work as 
well as all others have been de- 
signed as an outreach for youth.

nile delinquency, we have 

been guilty of “fiddling while 
Rome burns.” Henry Riche in his 
book, American Youth in Trouble, 
goes on to say, “We devote untold 
millions to the protection of our 
national resources through re-for- 
estation, prevention of soil erosion 
and the like; but we are neglecting 
our biggest national resource—our 
children and youth.” 

Judges 2 reveals another account 
of national neglect. As long as 
Joshua led the people, they followed 
God. Even after his burial, the 
words, “As for me and my house, 
we will serve the Lord,” remained 
to inspire and lead his entire gen- 
eration in the path of righteous- 
ness. But then verse 10 says, “All 
that generation were gathered unto 
another generation after them, 
which knew not the Lord, nor yet 
the works which he had done for 
Israel.” 

Ours, too, is an age in peril. We 
cannot expect better tomorrows un- 
less we better today. In these des- 
perate days of chaos and confusion, 
something must be done to turn 
youth from crime to Christ. There 
must be a deterrent to the present 
trend. Young lives must be shaped 
rather than shattered or the next 
era of evil will eclipse the present. 


Check the majority of church 
schools and you will find the be- 
ginner, primary, and junior classes 
crowded while the intermediate and 
senior departments have plenty of 
space. Why is this so? How many 
times has the report from a youth 
service revealed thirty adults, twen- 
ty children, and three teen-agers 
present? Why are there more 
criminals than college students, 
more barmaids than coeds, and 
more law-breakers than school tea- 
chers? If these times reveal any-

thing, it is a lack of competent 
leaders. 

A leader is one who is voluntarily 
followed because of his ability to 
guide. It is impossible to be a real 
leader without training. If the 
blind lead the blind, they both fall; 
it takes those who are enlightened 
to be able to point out the path 
to those in darkness. Youth are on 
a quest for a guide. This search to 
satisfy basic drives, this pursuit for 
a perfect pattern must be conclud- 
ed. If the church does not provide 
the answer, their wandering, un- 
certainty, and insecurity will never 
cease. The church must feel the 
supreme importance for training 
youth leaders. Her continued ex- 
istence depends on this. As the boy 
begins, so the man will end. Do 
we really believe this? Does the 
childhood show the man, as the 
morning shows the day? Have we 
decided that it is better to build 
boys than to mend men? If so, then 
we agree that youth work is a 
unique ministry and demands train- 
ing. This is the key, the difference 
between success and failure. 


If leadership is 98 per cent of 
progress, is it possible that we have 
underestimated its value? In order 
to compete with the present pace 
of this space age, we must re- 
evaluate and accelerate our training 
program. Helps without trained 
leaders to use them are like tools 
without a carpenter, a blueprint 
without a contractor, a recipe with- 
out a cook, a medical manual with 
no doctor. The scalpel is cold and 
useless without the minute guid- 
ance and control of the surgeon. 
The outcome of a building project 
is dependent not only on the finest 
material and dependable tools, but 
also on the skill of the workmen. 

Lack of leadership is the bottle- 
neck in all our guidance, rehabili- 
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tation, constructive, and instructive 
programs. Scarcity of leaders 
among laymen is the grass roots 
of the problem which must be 
solved if we are to succeed in sal- 
vaging this generation. The raw 
materials are available, but there 
is a lag in properly processing and 
turning out the finished product. 
A product that is able to impart 
Christian knowledge, interpret 
Scripture, explain the doctrines of 
the church, and meet the questions 
of modern doubt and unbelief is 
no easy task. 

When Benjamin’s big brother, 
Judah, pleaded for the boy’s release, 
he asked, “How shall I go up to 
my father and the lad be not 
with me?’ One of these days you 
and I are going to our Father. How 
shall we face Him without the 
teen-agers who have been entrusted 
to our care. The privilege of lead- 
ing the least of these to salvation is 
a luxury which Gabriel might covet. 

Today the church is challenged 
with twenty-five million between 
the ages of twelve and twenty-four. 
They stand in a chaotic present 
and face an uncertain future. If 
it were possible to issue sealed 
orders to every church and they 
were stamped “TOP PRIORITY,” 
the contents would read: “TRAIN

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OD SAID, “Wiggle”; the 
teacher said, “Sit still.” Who 
was Johnny to obey? Well, 
Johnny obeyed God ... he wiggled. 

The question is sure to be asked: 
“When did God tell Johnny to wig- 
gle?” The answer is this: when He 
made him. Although God has been 
abundant in His creation, He has 
never been wasteful. The more than 
500 muscles of the human body 
were designed for activity. As one 
noted Christian educator expressed 
it, “Johnny was made with more 
than 200 muscles to wiggle with, 
and not one to sit still with.” 
The body was designed for action 
and not for inactivity. 

The question, then, is not “Shall 
Johnny be active?” but “In what 
way should he be active?” Ac- 
tivity is a biological fact; but the 
how, when, and where of activity 
bring up moral considerations. 
Some activity is wholesome, decent, 
and desirable, while some activity 
is unwholesome, harmful, and un- 
holy. Because recreation and acti- 
vity do have moral considerations, 
the church is obligated to teach 
correct attitudes about it. It is ob- 
ligated to guide its youth in the 
selection of wholesome activity. It 
is, in fact, obligated either to pro- 
vide, or guarantee the provision of, 
desirable activity. 

The Lamplighters and youth 
week-day activities programs of 
the National Sunday School and 
Youth Department offer assistance 
in fulfilling these obligations. 
Wholesome, decent, and desirable 
activity for Church of God young 
people constitutes an important 
goal of these programs. The Lamp- 
lighters program offers a_ well- 
rounded social and recreational 
outlet within the framework of a

club and fellowship activity. A 
more general social and recreation- 
al calendar is provided by the 
youth week-day activities program. 

The final goal of these programs, 
however, is neither social nor re- 
creational. The final goal is spiri- 
tual. As in every other area of the 
church, the spiritual goal of these 
programs is two-fold: evangelism 
and edification; winning the lost 
and strengthening the saved. While 
the development of muscles may 
be termed a concern, the salvation 
of souls is the burden. 

The Lamplighters system, with 
five groups covering ages five 
through twenty, provides the ap- 
peal of club activity as another 
fine way to approach the unsaved 
with the Christian witness. For 
those already saved, Lamplighters 
Clubs offer opportunities for fun, 
Christian service, and the develop-

ment of skills and leadership. Rank 
advancement in both the junior and 
senior divisions demands Scripture 
reading, memorization, service, and 
the acquisition of skills. 

Of a more general nature, the 
youth week-day activities program 
provides a calendar of events as 
well as detailed plans for one party 
or social each month. As much a 
part of these plans as the fun and 
fellowship is a strong spiritual em- 
phasis. 

Wholesome recreation is, of 
course, a reason for the Lamp- 
lighters and youth week-day ac- 
tivities programs, but the salvation 
of the lost and building of strong 
Christian character constitute the 
most important reason for their 
existence. 

“And whatsoever ye do, do it 
heartily, as to the Lord, and not 
unto men” (Colossians 3:23).

them in real worship, in music, in 
evangelism, in stewardship, in mis- 
sions, in tithing and giving, and in 
fellowship. Above all, we must train 
them to live consecrated, dedicated, 
and Spirit-filled lives. We must 
train them to know what the world 
looks for in the life of a real 
Christian and how to meet that 
challenge. We must train them to 
know what real Christian living is. 

We cannot hope to have better 
churches tomorrow, if the Lord 
tarries, than we have today unless 
we do a better job of training our 
present-day youth. If our churches 
of tomorrow are to be stronger 
spiritually, then we must do a 
greater work in spiritually 
strengthening our youth of today. 
If the members of our churches of 
tomorrow are to be better Bible-in- 
formed members, then we must 
better inform our youth today in 
the Word of God. 

These are the goals of your Na- 
tional Sunday School and Youth 
Board and national staff. These 
are the “why” of youth work.

it may be having something to 
“giggle” about or an activity in 
which to channel his boundless 
energy such as a hike or a game. 
To the junior high (age 12-14) it 
is a “thrill,” a game with strong 
competition or a challenge to excel. 
To the older teen-ager, it is “social 
time” and recreation. This basic 
hunger for happiness can be satis- 
fied with worth-while activities. A 
well-balanced youth camp program 
blesses youth spiritually and helps 
them socially and physically. 

Youth camp provides activities 
that cultivate fun and fellowship. 
Properly supervised recreation and 
socials are means to an end. It 
trains and develops the youth into 
a well-rounded person. It lets him 
know that to be a Christian does 
not take the joy out of living, but 
enriches his life. It enlarges his 
circle of friends and he is as- 
sured that he does not stand alone. 
He comes to know that there are 


many other Christian young people 
who are serving Christ and His 
Church. 

Within a few weeks, over 8,000 
young people will be off to youth 
camp. They will attend one of 
forty-eight camps sponsored this 
summer by the Church of God. 
As each one “breaks camp” to re- 
turn home, there will be a re- 
sounding note of praise for youth 
camp. From heart and voice will 
be heard, “It was tops; I can’t 
wait until next summer. It was

work. I salute these dedicated men 
and women who are giving their 
lives to the promulgation of the 
gospel in Japan. 

On Wednesday I was invited to 
speak to the students at a special 
chapel service at the Assemblies of 
God Bible School in Tokyo. This 
group of students is certainly ded- 
icated to the study of the Word of 
the Lord. One of our own Church 
of God young ladies is graduating 
this year from their school and 
will be entering into full-time ser- 
vice for the Church of God in that 
area. It was a delightful occasion 
to be able to address this group 
of students and tell again the story 
of Christ and His marvelous love 
for us. 

One of our great needs in Japan 
is for a Bible School to train Chris- 
tian workers to be sent out in the 
harvest of the Lord. Presently, there 
is a shortage of ministers in Japan. 
Brother Heil is, with his other 
duties, presently pastoring the Yo- 
kohama Church and is also taking 
care of a new work which is started 
near the mission homes. The other 
pastors are working faithfully in 
their fields and have all they can 
do. To make future progress in 
Japan, God will have to supply us 
with laborers to go out into the 
field of service. One of the greatest 
ways of getting those laborers is to 
train the people in our own Church 
of God Bible School. We have the 
land available on which to build. 
Brother Heil has obtained at a 


minimum cost much material from 
the government out of which to 
construct these school buildings. 
There is no money presently, how- 
ever, for the erection of the build- 
ing and the hiring of a staff if 
one were available to do the teach- 
ing in the school. This should be a 
matter of much concern and prayer 
to all of us that the Lord will 
open up a way for the school to 
become a reality in the very near 
future. 

We have two church buildings 
erected in which we are having 
services. These are Church of God 
buildings. The other places where 
we have church services are only 
rented buildings. Our hope is that 
soon church buildings will be 
erected in those areas also. Brother 
Heil has done a tremendous job 
in erecting those church buildings 
and saving the Church of God 
many hundreds of dollars in the 
construction of these buildings. 

He has also through much labor 
on his part, plus sacrifice, saved 
the Church of God hundreds of 
dollars in the construction of the 
mission homes which we have. 
There are three homes built on our 
mission property—homes which you 
would be proud of. While not elab- 
orate, yet they are comfortable, 
well-built neat homes. They are 
presently valued at more than 
$25,000, but they only cost us a 
fraction of that sum because of 
Brother Heii’s building experience, 
his wise purchase of materials, and 
his willingness to work with his 
hands to see that the job was 
accomplished. You can well be 
proud of our Church of God mis- 
sion homes in Japan. 


Japan is quite different from any 
other country in which we have 
mission work. You are well aware 
that it is one of the more highly 
educated countries in the world. 
The Japanese pride themselves in 
their learning and there is a great 
hunger for knowledge among all 
the peoples of Japan. The religions 
which they have held to through 
the years can be approached from 
an intellectual standpoint. Many of 
them have the idea that they can 
study to become a Christian, there- 
by growing into Christianity 
through education. It will take the 
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real Spirit of the Lord to break 
down this idea and opinion among 
these people. The Scriptures let us 
know that salvation is not obtained 
“with enticing words of man’s wis- 
dom,” but that it is through the 
Spirit and power of God that this 
faith is revealed unto men. With 
all of their wisdom, they are still 
searching for satisfaction in their 
souls. 

We went into a temple which 
was three stories high where a 
group of Buddhists were worship- 
ing. At the noon thousands of peo- 
ple thronged the place where the 
drums were sounding and the gongs 
were ringing. The worshipers 
chanted as they bowed themselves 


until their foreheads touched the 
floor, at the same time rubbing 
prayer beads between the palms of 
their hands. They hoped that in 
this way their souls might be puri- 
fied. I am reminded of the song, 
“What can wash away my sins, 
nothing but the blood of Jesus. 
What can make me whole again, 
nothing but the blood of Jesus.” 
This land that is steeped in Bud- 
dhism and ancestor worship must 
be touched by the power of God 
to bring relief to dying souls. 

On my last day in Japan I saw 


two men who were dressed in their 


peculiar religious garbs traveling 
through the country. They had 
taken a vow that they would visit 





every Buddhist shrine in Japan. 
There are thousands of them; yet 
these men have given their lives 
to walking to these places to visit 
them. If that zeal could be turned 
to the preaching of the gospel of 
Christ, how the work of God would 
go forward. 

Let us all raise our voices to the 
Lord in earnest prayer and petition 
that God will give us laborers in 
Japan that the gospel may be 
heralded forth in all of its purity 
and simplicity so that real heart 
rest for those weary souls may be 
found. “Pray ye therefore the Lord 
of the harvest, that he will send 
forth labourers into his harvest” 
(Matthew 9:38).
